Wo havo Eufilish papers to the lOlh of 
SeplBinber. Mr Bott.fwho aims to bo iha new 
O'UoDDoU of Ireland will, ba returned for 
Limerick unoppcaed. Tbe Dumber of cele- 
brated tiity mercbanls baa jast been redaced 
by the debth of Mr Giles Loder, eo neii 
known in oonimereial oiroles. Ii la ander* 
Btood that bo had amasstd a toitnna ol tbre^ 
millioDB sterling. Tbs baivtut reporta are 
gonerally favorable. Wheat will probably 
be under nn average, bnt oats and barley 
will exceed it. The lady eharged with esnd- 
ing poisoned eakes to various peiaona at 
BrisbtoD was before ti e msgiatrotes when 
•ome extraordinary avideneo was given. A 
obumist's aseiataai at Sidmouth bas been 
committed for trial on o charge of mttD« 
alangbter, having caused the dflalh ofa geo-- 
tlemao by sabstitutint; muriate for Bolulioo of 
morphia. Tbe loto Frodorick Groves Moon 
having died iotesiate, loitera of odministra> 
tioD have been granted to his father, Alder- 
man Sir Fraoois Graham Moon, Bart, tbo 
periODalty being sworn uoder £60.000. Tbe 
deceased was tbe younycst son of Sir Pran- 
ci8, and a bachelor of the ago of forty-nine. 
The reports circulated in regard to the total 
failure of the poiatoe crop in Irelaod are 
exaggerated. From all we bear it is noijlikely 
that u moiety o( the crop will suller ; arid 
aa tbe pocatoe is no longer, a* it nas in 
1247, tbe staple food of tbo lower elatseiij 
batb«8 been largley replaced by bread etall!', 
there is no need for apprehending any Beii- 
one coiiaeqnonceB. Orders Me published in 
the (lii;clie iliioctinf,' that the new postal rates 
BhiUl conio into oiieraliou from Ihutilb ol Octo.- 
bur uuxt. Tho lutKir iiues nro us follows:— 
On every iulsuid letter nut ctceetiing two 
ouneos, l.id > not excuediiin four ouuceu, 2(1. ; 
not oxoeejing si.v ounces, 3^. ; not exueedinf; 
eight ounces, 3d. j not exceodiuf? ten ouncos, 
3Jd J not exceadiLg twelve ounces in weigbi, 
for the first ounce and for every additional 
ounce or fr.ictional part of fto ounce. Id , pro- 
viding thit such postage be prepaid at ttio 
time of posting such letters. The silver Btatiie 
of Napoleon I, which had disappeared from 
ihe Tuileriea, nobody knew how, and which 
wua spoken ot m a recent sitting of the court 
martini, bin been discovered. AcoorJing to 
the Tans Journal immedialoly after the revo- 
lution of the -Ith of .Soptember this statue 
wftB placed, with other objecta of art, in an 
underground passage of the old Louvre, where 
it has just been dug up intact. The Queen, 
through Mr Gladstone^ has been graciously 
pleased to coaler a baronetcy upon Colonel 
Stepaey, the member for tbe Oarmartheu 
district. Tbe new baronet, at hia own request 
takes the title of Sir John titspney on 
Llanelly. The Hampshire campaign commenc 
ed with a misfortune. On Wednesday the 
horses of the 1st Life Gnardd, 250 in number, 
were picketed out, wlieu a liglit, as is suppos- 
ed, botwoeu iwo^dogs Irightened tlio auimab, 
and an exlaordinary rush known in iho far 
west as a Blanipedo, began. The horses rushed 
in all direclioQ madwilh fright, staked Ihoiu- 
selves, drowned themselves, or epoilt them- 
selves by racing at top speed over fifteen miles 
of country. The pursuit lasted hourd; and 
when it was over it was found that thirty 
or forty valaable borsea had been killed or 
rendered naeless. Tbe accident is a very 
annaual onoi and conld scarcely have beon 
provided against, bat it wonld sevm to indi- 
cate some Borions defect either la the mode 
of piclieting or watcniug ilio hor»»o. A loi- 
terTCarrier in London died from insufficiency 
of food. His wages wera 13s per week for Vi 
hours' daily work. The Coroner severely con- 
demnsd the inadequate payment made to the 
lower classes of I'ost-oflico servanli. Tbe 
ease of i. young womau living near I'reslon 
has attracted aitention. Slio bas been bfd» 
ridden for 18 monlbs, during which lime she 
bas taken no food. The result ot the Eabi 
Surrey slectiun has caused great disappoint- 
ment among Liberal party The newspapers 
almost unanimously attnbate the result to 
the inefficient conduct of pabllo business by 
the Government during the past session. Tbe 
foot and mootb disaase is very prevalent in 
NorthamtonsDsre. The Bath Magistrates have 
sent a young man, eon of a clergyman, to 
prison for seven days !or wrenching olfa door 
knocker. Tlie Liberal clubs ot .Mancbebler 
had a picnic in Tablej-park on Saturday. 
Speeches in support of tbo Government aud 
eonderanalory ol the House of Lords were de- 
livered by MrL Stanley, Mr Jscob Bright, and 
others.
